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Schoolgirl 
followed on 
way home 


REPORTS of a youngster being followed out¬ 
side a school are being investigated.

“The girl noticed someone behind her in 
the area of Chalkstone Way and Aide Road, 
however she was unable to provide a descrip¬ 
tion of the person. 

“Police are aware there have been a couple 
of similar reports made to a local school and 
would urge that any suspicious behaviour is 
reported to the Haverhill Safer Neighbour¬ 
hood Team at Suffolk Police on 101.” 

Nicky Tyler, headteacher of Westfield Pri¬ 
mary Academy, which is in the area said: “We 
are aware of reports about a girl being fol¬ 
lowed home at Chalkstone Way in the vicinity 
of Westfield Primary Academy. 

“In response, as is the school policy, we 
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have contacted parents notifying them of the 
incident and reminding them of the ‘stran¬ 
ger danger’ warnings - including not talking 
to strangers and keeping safe when out and 
about. 

“Regular ‘Stranger Danger’ activities are 
carried out throughout the academy linked 
to the personal social health education cur¬ 
riculum.” 

In February two girls and two boys both re¬ 
ported being followed while on their way to 
school in two other incidents. 

Two 12-year-old boys were approached on 
Tuesday, February 21 between 8.15am and 
8.30am in Chalkstone Way, Haverhill. 

The following day girls aged 13 were walk¬ 
ing to school at 8am in Manor Road, when 
a man went up to them and started asking 
about their school.

Councillors 
object to plan 
for new flats 

CONCERNS over public health 
have led to Haverhill Town Council 
objecting to a plan for five new flats. 

Councillors made the decision to 
object to the collection of one and 
two bedroom flats at a planning 
meeting on Monday. 

The five flats would replace an 
existing building on Francis Close in 
Haverhill. 

Cllr Quillon Fox said the plans 
were "a massive over-development 
of the site" and Cllr Barry Robbins 
commented that it appeared the 
developers had "cut an edge off 
one of the houses to get it into the 
boundaries". 

The department for public health 
and housing in their comments on 
the application felt that the size of 
the kitchen, dining and living spaces 
were too small for the proposed 
number of people who might live in 
the four two-bed flats. 

Worries about acceptable levels 
of car parking spaces and ability to 
access the parking were also brought 
up. 

The council's official list of 
objections are: over-development 
of the site, inadequate parking 
provision, the access road not 
being suitable for intensification of 
vehicle movement and agreement 
with public health and housing 
recommendations that the kitchen 
and living areas within the flats are 
too small. 
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SATURDAY will mark the 
five-year anniversary of the 
death of brave 16-year-old 
Joshua Tarrant, from Haver¬ 
hill. 

Joshua was diagnosed 
with three brain tumours at 
the age of just 8 and spent 
half his life battling his rare 
form of brain cancer. 

In his memory Joshua’s 
family, mum Denise, dad 
Sean and older brothers 
Ryan, Lee and Greg, have 
raised more than £33,000 in 
the past five years. 

Joshua’s mum Denise said: 
“It all started in May 2004, 
he kept just randomly being 
sick, we were backwards and 
forwards to the doctors, they 
said he was just stressed but 
when I took him to A&E one 
day the brain tumours were 
found pretty quickly. 

“He had to have a life sav¬ 
ing operation that night to fit 
a shunt because he had wa¬ 
ter on the brain. 

“That saved his life that 
nght, they planned chemo 
but that didn’t budge it, 
so then as most families do 
we went on a big rollercoast¬ 
er.” 

The prognosis for Joshua 
was poor and doctors told 
his family his condition was 
terminal until one radiog¬ 
rapher offered a small glim¬ 
mer of hope, the possibilty 
of extending Joshua’s life by 
a year. 

Denise said: “A radiog¬ 
rapher called saying he 
thought he could give him 



another year, that ended up 
being seven years.” 

Joshua’s cancer was so rare 
that Denise says at the time 
only one in a million people 
every year were diagnosed 
with his type of cancer. 

Joshua’s extra time gave 
him the opportunity to enjoy 
his passions in life, art, mu¬ 
sic and like many eight-year- 
olds, Scooby Doo. 

Through the Make A Wish 
Foundation Joshua and his 
family were able to travel to 
Scotland and meet the doggy 
detective. 

“He did a lot in his short 
life, his life’s ambition was to 
meet Scooby Doo which he 
did in 2005. He was live on 
stage and he met him back 
stage, it was a wonderful 
trip.” 

During his treatment Josh¬ 
ua also met his pop idols JLS, 
a trip to Disneyland Paris 
and sailing with Dame Ellen 
MacArthur. 

After his death Joshua’s 


brother, Ryan, organised 
the first of what has be¬ 
come an annual golf day to 
raise funds for charities and 
services which specifically 
benefit children with brain 
tumours. 

In the first year alone, the 
golf day at Saffron Walden 
golf club, raised £5,098 for 
the East of Anglia children’s 
hospital, where Joshua 
passed away and where his 
family spent the weeks be¬ 
fore and after his death. 

Denise said: “It really was 
a home from home. So even 
when he passed we were still 
there for a couple of weeks 
until his funeral. They were 
amazing.” 

The Joshua Tarrant Trust 
officially launched as a char¬ 
ity in January this year. 

The trust will hold its first 
fundraiser at East Town Park 
in Haverhill in June.

Queues prompt call for 
recycling centre move 


THREE thefts occurred in just one 
day in Haverhill last week and two 
cars were vandalised over two days. 

One car had sexually explicit 
graffiti scrawled on both sides of it 
overnight between April 20 and 
April 21 while it was left on Burton 
End. 

Another car had £1,000 of damage 
caused overnight on April 19 when 
all the panels of the Audi A3 were 
scratched while it was parked outside 
the victims home in Rowell Close in 
Haverhill. 

During the late afternoon in 
Crowland Road in Haverhill a 
caravan was stolen by three men in 
daylight. 

The Bailey Senator caravan was 
reported as stolen by a neighbour 
who said they saw three men take 
the caravan from his neighbour's 
house and attach it to a silver vehicle 
before leaving. 

In Chappie Drive thieves broke 
into a home between 1.30pm and 
3.20pm on April 20 and stole a large 
quantity of cash and jewellery. 

Among the items stolen were a 
yellow metal ladies omega watch, 
foreign coins and an Antler suitcase. 

Anyone who believes they may 
have information on any of the 
crimes or who witnessed them 
should call Suffolk Police on 101. 
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A PETITION has been set up to 
move the site of Haverhill’s recy¬ 
cling centre amid calls it is unfit for 
purpose. 

Resident Nick Keeble has set up 
the petition on change.org, which 
has nearly 200 signatures, say¬ 
ing that at times cars can be stuck 
queuing outside the centre for up to 
15 to 20 minutes at a time. 

He said: “It’s small for the amount 
of people who live in Haverhill, 

“It used to be on the edge of 
town and the town now has grown 
around it.” 

Mr Keeeble says that the access 
into and out of the site on Chalk- 
stone Way has been restricted by 
people who live in homes around 
the site having no option but to 
park on the road. 

“It’s now a residential road, down 
there it’s not very wide and resi¬ 
dents park there, it’s difficult to get 
to and you can only fit five cars in 
at a time.” 

The site is reportedly so well used 
that the centre has to be closed 


while the skips are emptied, during 
the day, meaning queues stretch up 
the road. 

Mr Keeble said: “If the skips are 
full they close the site and they can’t 
have anyone there while changing 
them. I have sat in a queue for 15 
to 20 minutes waiting to take my 
turn.” 


A Suffolk County Council spokes¬ 
man said: “We are aware of the is¬ 
sues with the current site and the 
future increase in housing growth 
planned for the town and have be¬ 
gun to look at options for providing 
recycling services in Haverhill. We 
hope to be able to make a recom¬ 
mendation in due course.” 


Despite the problems Mr Keeble 
was quick to praise staff at the site 
as “excellent” and emphasised it 
was the location of the site that was 
the problem.

Voters ready to 
go to the polls 


HAVERHILL is gearing up 
to go to the polls to vote in 
county council elections on 
May 4. 

Currently the town is 
served by three UKIP coun¬ 
cillors on the county council 
but two of the three, John 
Burns and Tony Brown, are 
stepping down from the 
council opening up at least 
two slots to completely new 
candidates. 

Haverhill residents will 
pick their councillors in two 
divisions with two council¬ 
lors coming from the Haver¬ 
hill Cangle ward and one 
coming from the Haverhill 
East and KedingtonWard. 

Incumbent UKIP county 
councillor Julian Llood is 
defending his position in 
Haverhill Cangle and along¬ 
side him are many familiar 
faces. 

Three of the seven can¬ 
didates for the division, 
Maureen Byrne for Labour 
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and Conservative candi¬ 
dates Paula and Quillon Pox, 
are all current members of 
Haverhill town council. 

In the Haverhill East 
and Kedington ward a new 
councillor will be elected 
with Tony Brown leaving, 
including more well known 
names like the current may¬ 
or David Roach. 

In the past, Haverhill was 
a traditionally Labour town; 
15 years ago the party held 
all 16 seats on the town 
council but in recent years 
the dynamics have changed. 

Haverhill columnist Da¬ 
vid Hart commented on the 
election saying: “In parallel 
with what has happened in 
the north of England, Haver¬ 
hill has lost quite a lot of the 
old-fashioned manufactur¬ 


ing bulk employers, and 
built a lot of private housing, 
so the balance has changed. 

“Normally national is¬ 
sues don’t impinge much in 
Haverhill. 

“It’s more about how the 
county, borough or town 
councillors have failed to 
achieve anything, and how 
Bury and Ipswich get every¬ 
thing and Haverhill nothing, 
allegedly. 

“But this time Brexit and 
Corbyn may both have a 
small effect in upholding the 
move to the right. 

“I would expect the Tories 
to do well this time, possi¬ 
bly at the expense of UKIP. 
Labour had a very bad elec¬ 
tion last time, so you might 
expect them to show an 
improvement, especially as 
they are now the outsiders 
and not really part of the 
current establishment - and 
they are quite good at get¬ 
ting their vote out.”

THE opening of Haverhill Retail Park is on 
course for this summer after developers an- 
nunced they are set to hand over the building 
to retailers next month. 

Colin Brown of the Howard Group, who are 
developing the former Project Office Furni¬ 
ture factory site, said building was going ac¬ 
cording to plan and the group will give the 
keys to retailers Pets at Home and Home Bar¬ 
gains in the third week in May. 

A retailer for the third unit has not been 
found yet. 

It is not yet clear when all the stores will of¬ 
ficially open but Pets at Home are planning 
on opening doors to the public this summer. 

A Pets at Home spokesperson said: “We al¬ 
ready have stores in Newmarket and Sudbury 
offering our unique product range and cus¬ 
tomer service and have been looldng to open 
a store in Haverhill for some time. 

“We hope to bring the Pets at Home expe¬ 
rience to Haverhill in the summer.” 

Initial plans for the retail park on Falconer 
Road were announced back in 2015. 

Grocery giant Lidl will be the last store to 
open bringing with it 40 jobs when it opens 
in the autumn. 

In total the £5 million retail park project is 
expected to create 110 jobs in Haverhill.

Alleged hacker 
appeal allowed 


ALLEGED computer hacker 
Lauri Love has been given the 
go-ahead to challenge his ex¬ 
tradition to the US. 

Authorities in America have 
been fighting for Mr Love, 
who has Asperger’s syndrome, 
to face trial on cyber-hacking 
charges, which his lawyers 
say could mean a sentence of 
up to 99 years in prison if he is 
found guilty. 

The 32-year-old, who lives 
with his parents in Stradi- 
shall, is alleged to have stolen 
huge amounts of data from 
US agencies, including the 
Federal Reserve, the US Army, 
the Department of Defence, 
Nasa and the FBI in a spate 
of online attacks in 2012 and 
2013. 

His solicitors, Kaim Tod- 
ner, announced in a state¬ 
ment on Tueday that they had 
obtained permission for Mr 
Love to appeal against extra¬ 
dition. 

Mr Love has previously said 
that he would rather end his 
own life than be subject to the

US justice system. 

In March, he told the BBC: 
“If there are no other options 
and it is a choice between be¬ 
ing subject to the US justice 
system and being turned into 
an example or deterrent or 
choosing to end my own life 
as an alternative, then I do re¬ 
serve the right to do so. 

He has previously said that 
he feared he would die in a 
US prison as it would be “very 
hard for me to imagine not 
being able to access informa¬ 
tion using computers”. 

Mr Love compared the loss 
of technology in his life to a 
condition that would limit 
his very existence, he said: “It 
would be like losing my sight 
if I was locked away from 
technology and only able to 
use a telephone to call my 
family once a week.” 


No date has yet been set 
for the challenge, which will 
be heard at the High Court in 
London. 

His lawyer, Karen Tod- 
ner, said in the statement: 
“The reason permission has 
been granted is that the High 
Court acknowledge that the 
grounds raised some issues of 
great importance. 

“We are delighted for this 
news for Lauri and will con¬ 
tinue to do everything we 
can to ensure prevention of 
his extradition to the United 
States of America.” 

Home Secretary Amber 
Rudd authorised his extradi¬ 
tion to the US last year. 

The Home Office said Ms 
Rudd had “carefully consid¬ 
ered all relevant matters” be¬ 
fore signing an order for his 
extradition. 

Mr Love, who was first ar¬ 
rested at his home in 2013, 
said in March he would want 
to work with intelligence 
agencies to highlight “vulner¬ 
abilities” in their systems.

■ Tread depth: This should be 
above the legal minimum of 

1.6mm across the central 3 A of 
each tyre's width and its entire 
circumference. Use the outer rim 
of a 20p as a guide to how close 
a vehicle's tyres are to this limit. 


O VER the past few years the 
Mini has grown out of all 
recognition and the latest John 
Cooper Works Countryman is the 
biggest yet, in more ways than one. 

The latest five-seat Mini is taller,

The 2.0-litre 4-cylinder engine has 
erformance characteristics inspired 
y motor racing and has a maximum 
torque of 350Nm on stream at 
between 1,450 and 4,500 rpm. It 
delivers its peak output of 231 bhp. 

With a power increase of 13bhp 
compared to its predecessor, the 
new Countryman is 19 centimetres 
longer, three centimetres wider and 
has a wheelbase extension of 7.5 
centimetres offering more space 
across its five passenger seats.

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Exhibition charts 50 years of Range Rover 



HISTORY: The new Range Rover exhibition features a restored original model 


LAND Rover has opened a time¬ 
travelling exhibition to mark the 50th 
birthday of the car which gave birth to 
the SUV - the Range Rover. 

Prototypes of the car, which went 
on to spawn scores of imitators and 
culminated in huge demand for SUVs 
in all their shapes and forms, were 
first developed in 1967. 

To mark the occasion Land Rover 
has opened The Range Rover Story' 

- a visitor attraction at the heart of 
its Solihull factory charting the Range 
Rover's birth, development and 
evolution. 

The interactive exhibition is 
expected to attract up to 45,000 
visitors over the next three years. It 
follows on from a similar attraction 
celebrating the history of the iconic 
Land Rover Defender, production of 
which came to an end in Solihull last 
year after almost 70 years. 

The prevailing theme of the new 
exhibition is Velar - with the name 
being crucial at the dawn of the 
Range Rover and again in the 21st 
century. 

The 1967 Range Rover prototypes 
were codenamed Velar - meaning 
to veil or cover - a fine example of 
industrial subterfuge to conceal what 
the company was really up to. 

Special Velar badges were even 
created for the prototype vehicles to 
put any would-be spies off the scent. 

Now things have come full circle 
with the Velar name revived for Land 
Rover's newest vehicle - the stunning 
Range Rover Velar - which is already 
rolling off the Lode Lane production 
line. 


T HIS is the first sight of Vauxhall's 
all-new Grandland X SUV, the 
third member of its 'X' family, 
which will make its public debut 
at the Frankfurt Motor Show in 
September and go on sale early next 
year. 

It comes with a sporty design and 
off-road looks and has elevated 
seating for five people, generous 
luggage space, good all-round visibility 
and a raft of safety technologies. 

At 4.48 metres long, it will be 
the largest SUV in Vauxhall's range, 
offering even more cabin space than 
the existing Mokka X and Crossland X. 

The Grandland X will come with 
a selection of driving assistance and 
comfort features including adaptive 
cruise control with pedestrian 
detection, automatic emergency 
braking, driver drowsiness alert and 
advanced park assist. 

Inside it will feature premium 
ergonomic front seats, heated steering 
wheel, heated front and rear seats

Initially the Range Rover was not 
the luxury SUV it has come to be, 
though the choice of coil rather 
than leaf springs gave it a suspension 
system that was far more comfortable 
on-road than the more agricultural 
Land Rover.

Next up is a mock-up of the original 
design studio with a full-size replica of 
the original Range Rover clay model, 
lovingly created by the current Land 
Rover design team in Gaydon. 

There are also original sketches 
created back in the 1960s. 

There's also a wonderfully restored 
original model in absolutely pristine 
condition, a room which celebrates 
famous Range Rover partnerships with 
the likes of the magazine Vogue, the 
gun maker Holland & Holland and 
even the Royal Family. 

The attraction also looks at how the 
Range Rover evolved and how the 
model range expanded. It culminates 
in a dramatic unveiling of the Range 
Rover Velar, Land Rover's newest 
vehicle which sits between the 
Evoque and the Range Rover Sport 
models.

The dreaded fear 
of parallel parking 

ONE in three (32 per cent) 
motorists try to avoid 
completing driving manoeuvres 
for fear of getting them wrong, 
according to new researchl 
from Kwik-Fit. Parallel parking 
tops the list of most commonly 
avoided manoeuvres with 30 
per cent of drivers admitting 
to giving it a miss whenever 
possible. 

The study, commissioned by 
the UK's leading automotive 
servicing and repair company, 
found that motorists' fear 
of putting their car through 
various manoeuvres peaks 
during their driving test but 
often never entirely leaves 
them even after many years of 
experience.
